The robbery was so well timed, 
Postm aster Harold McCu rry said, 
the men stop p ed Williams ju st 
as he emerg ed from the mail 
room with the v alu able p ou ch.

The rebels, defiant to the last ;

The beer bill th at came u p in 
the hou se p rop oses to leg alize 
the m anu factu re and sale of the 
bev erag e in the ev ent cong ress 
modifies the Volstead act. Some 
members believ e the bill g iv es 
too g reat p reference to bottled 
beer and feel th at beer that 
comes ou t of the keg shou ld be 
tabooed. 
Desp ite the drau g ht beer p ro­ 
p onents the bill was hu rried 
along to third and final reading 
after an ex p lanation was made 
that the senate, if it is so mind­ 
ed, can make amendments in 
fav or of the keg beer. 
The 
hou se 
tu rned 
thu mbs 
down on the senate bill to de- 
emp hasize hig h school basket­ 
ball. It indefinitely p ostp oned 
this bill which wou ld rep eal the 
law requ iring hig h schools to 
m aintain dep artments of p hy si­ 
cal edu cation.

Roanoke, Va., Feb. 10 (A3)—Two 
Roanoke y ou ths were held in 
sep arate 
cells today 
charg ed 
with threatening to kidnap the 
second Lindberg h baby in an ef­ 
fort to ex tort $50,000, while fed­ 
eral au thorities considered their 
cou rse of action. A woman whom 
one of the men claimed as his 
wife also was held. 
A federal ag ent who conferred 
with U. S. Commissioner Charles 
D. Fox , Jr., and Assistant U. S. 
District Attorney T. X. Parsons, 
said the two men, Joe Bry ant, 
19 , 
and Norman Harv ey , 26 , 
mig ht be p rosecu ted u nded new 
federal kidnap ing and ex tortion 
laws Harv ey said the woman is 
his wife. 
The arrests were made y ester­ 
day when Bry ant called at a 
bank to cash a $17,000 check 
which had been left by a p olice 
officer in a hollow stu mp . As he 
left the bank with a du mmy 
p ackag e which he thou g ht con­ 
tained “big bills,” Bry ant was 
met by Harv ey ou tside the bu ild­ 
ing . 
Both ran when p olice ap ­ 
p roached and Harv ey attem p ted 
to g et into an au tomobile in 
in which, his wife and a child 
sat. 
After lodg ing the men in jail 
and the woman in the detention 
hou se, p olice told of the ex tor­ 
tion attem p t which was carried 
on throu g h a series of letters ad­ 
dressed to Colonel Lindberg h and 
to Chief of Detectiv es Robert C. 
Johnson of Roanoke. The latter 
masqu eraded as a rep resentativ e 
of Colonel Lindberg h. 
The ex chang e of notes between 
the ex tortionists and Johnson 
condu cted by means of a stu mp 
p ostoffice which was desig nated 
for the p u rp ose in the first of the 
letters sent Colonel Lindberg h.

The pictu re of Jesu s teaching 
by the seaside is one that has 
taken a v ery firm hold on the 
minds of men. It has done mu ch 
to emphasize the u nconv ention­ 
al place and methods of Jesu s in 
the world of religiou s teaching, 
and in the minds of thou ghtfu l 
men and women. It has giv en a 
healthy ou t-of-doors aspect to 
the teaching and to the religiou s 
life and fellowship of which Je­ 
su s is the head. 
Here in ou r lesson we find Je­ 
su s not only teaching in the ou t- 
of-doors bu t drawing the les­ 
sons from the world of daily life 
and ex perience. It is the para­ 
ble of the sower going forth to 
sow, scattering his seed broad­ 
cast in the manner that was 
prev alent throu ghou t the ages 
before ou r modern era of ma­ 
chinery . 


Under this method mu ch seed 
was inev itably wasted, or fell in 
places where it had not the same 
opportu nity as in good or fru it­ 
fu l soil. 
* * * * 
The parable has come down to 
u s throu gh the ages with the ti­ 
tle, “The Parable of the Sow­ 
er,” bu t in reality it is not so 
mu ch the parable of the “sow­ 
er” as the 
parable 
of 
the 
“grou nd” or the parable of the 
“hearer.” The lesson of the par­ 
able as Jesu s himself interpret­ 
ed it is not “take heed how y e 
sow,” bu t “take heed how y e re­ 
ceiv e the seed; take heed how 
y e hear.” And there is the su g­ 
gestion in the parable that, u n­ 
like the material grou nd in 
which seed is sown, hu man 
hearts may be prepared to re­ 
ceiv e the seed which is the 
“word.”

If we fail 
in receiv ing all that the para­ 
ble has for u s, the fau lt is ou rs 
rather than the lack of clear in­ 
stru ction.

What it means is that if we 
allow the cares of this world and

SOFT FOR CONVICTS, OR FOR SOCIETY? 
On an island in the Missou ri riv er the state of 
Kansas is ru nning a rather su rprising ex peri­ 
m ent in penology . 
More than 200 first-term conv icts liv e there in 
wooden dormitories. The dormitories are not 
barred; no armed gu ards are present to k eep 
the conv icts in hand; the doors are not lock ed, 
many of the inmates hav e nev er seen the inside 
of a real prison. They till the soil, su pply ing 
food for the regu lar state penitentiary , and they 
operate a sawmill and a cannery ; and althou gh 
ju st abou t the only thing that k eeps the men 
from walk ing off is the fact that they hav e 
promised not to, Warden Kirk Prather annou nces 
that the ex periment “has been a hu ge su ccess 
from ev ery standpoint.” 
Now hu m an natu re, in many way s, is perv erse, 
and ou r reaction to a description of this q u eer 
k ind of prison farm is lik ely to be, “Pretty soft 
for the conv icts.” W hat doesn’t get throu gh ou r 
heads so qu ick ly is the fact that the thing is 
pretty soft for society as a whole. 
When we send a man to prison one of ou r mo­ 
tiv es is to pu t him where he can’t distu rb soci­ 
ety with his anti-social acts — his bu rglaries, 
robberies, forgeries cr what-not. Bu t we often 
forget that few conv icts go u p for life. Most of 
them are going to be released again, sooner or 
later; and if prison has made them su llen and 
v engefu l, if the k ink s that made them become 
criminals in the first place hav en’t been straight­ 
ened ou t, if older and more desperate men hav e 
tau ght them new trick s of the ou tlaw trades 
then when they do come ou t society is going 
to get it in the neck . 
This is so obv iou s that a schoolchild cou ld 
grasp it. Bu t it is a fact that we seldom seem 
able to digest. We lu mp ou r prisoners to gether 
indiscriminately , adopt a treat-’em-rou gh poli­ 
cy _ and wonder why they don’t become models 
of sweetness and light after they hav e been 
freed. 
“ 
And when we read abou t an ex periment lik e 
this in Kansas, ou r first stu pid reaction is that 
it is pretty soft for the conv icts. Can’t we re­ 
alize that society as a whole stands to be the 
chief gainer? Can’t we u nderstand that Kansas 
in establishing this new k ind of prison, is simply 
following a policy of enlightened self-interest?

W hat we need is more confidence — a greater 
u se of the cu rrency that we hav e — not more to 
be hidden away ou t of circu lation. If confidence 
wou ld retu rn, the talk of inflation wou ld be for­ 
gotten ev en more qu ick ly than it started, for 
there wou ld be a q u ick retu rn to norm al bu si­ 
ness. 
Of cou rse stimu lating confidence is another 
problem and a difficu lt one. It is not possible 
by any forced means, it m u st come natu rally 
and willingly . And it m u st necessarily start with 
those who hav e money to spend and are not 
spending it. Any thing that it is possible to do 
to create new confidence will be a big step in 
the right direction.

ECONOMY SHOULD BEGIN AT HOME 
The recent refu sal of Congress, by an ov er­ 
whelmingly lopsided v ote, to cu t its own pay 
strik es the k ey note of what is wrong with that 
powerfu l legislativ e body . 
Work ers in indu stry and employ ees of all k inds 
hav e had their incomes cu t from twenty to thirty 
per cent and many as mu ch as fifty per cent. 
There is a nationwide demand for economy in 
ru nning the gov ernment. Ev ery one has had to 
redu ce their liv ing standards. Yet Congress re­ 
fu ses to share in this retrenchm ent program. 
Members are elected to Congress for the op­ 
portu nity of serv ing their cou ntry , not to giv e 
them the opportu nity to fu rther their own inter­ 
ests.

How can we ex pect constru ctiv e economy leg­ 
islation as long as su ch an attitu de ex ists in 
Congress?

PURDUE TO OFFER 


Lafay ette, Ind., Feb. 10 —Ap­ 
proximately 200 courses in prac­ 
tically every department of the 
university will be offered at the 
twenty -first annual summer ses­ 
sion at Purdue University which 
will open on June 15 and run 
throug h Aug ust 12, according to 
an announcement made today 
by Dr. G. C. Brandenburg , di­ 
rector of the summer session. 
The summer session prog ram 
is so arrang ed that a student 
may complete a full semester’s 
work in a limited number of 
reg ular colleg e courses. Courses 
are offered in the four schools 
of eng ineering , science, pharma­ 
cy , home economics, ag riculture, 
and phy sical education, in ad­ 
dition to innumerable special 
courses. 
As an added feature of this 
y ear’s prog ram, a special course 
for rural school administrators 
to train men to supervise con­ 
solidated and villag e schools will 
be offered. In addition there 
will be special courses for hig h 
school teachers, administrators 
and supervisors and g raduate 
students. 
The popularity of the three 
weeks’ intensive courses offered 
in the summer session has re­ 
sulted in the extension of the 
ourses. For the coming ses­ 
sions,

weeks’ 
courses are planned in farm 
manag ement, vocational educa­ 
tion and public school adminis- 
ration. Two weeks courses will 
be offered in methods of farm • 


shop and the psy cholog y of 
personality . Special six weeks 
courses in phy sical education for 
women will also be included. 
Numerous conferences, short 
courses and lecture series will 
provide opportunities for addi­ 
tional 
training . 
The 
annual 
conference for teachers of voca­ 
tional ag riculture will be held 
June 13 to June 15, while the 
fifth annual short course for ru­ 
ral leaders will be held from 
June 26 to July 7.

Most people are surprised to learn that the Indiana taxing authorities consider filling sta­ 
tions to he taxable under the Chain Store Act.

Under this law, filling stations are now being assessed a tax of from $3.00 to $25.00 each. 
As a result, oil marketers have been forced to discontinue the operation of many such sta­ 
tions. If the tax is increased, many more will be discontinued and unemploy ment thus 
increased. 


The Indiana House of Representatives has just passed a bill under which the Chain Store 
tax on filling stations will rang e from $5.00 to $150.00 each — an increase of 600%! 
Such an increase will burden the marketers of g asoline in Indiana to an outrag eous and 
intolerable extent. 


They are already overburdened with special taxes. They pay all of the g eneral taxes and 
license fees paid by other business men. In addition, they bear the burden of the following 
special taxes: 


1. Pump license fees. 
2. Tank license fees. 
3. 
Filling Station license fees. 
4. Federal pipe line tax of 4%. 
5. State g asoline tax of 4c per g allon. 
6. Federal g asoline tax of lc per g allon. 
7. Federal oil tax of 4c per g allon. 
8. 
Gasoline and Kerosene inspection fee of l/10c per g allon. 
9 . Chain Store Tax. 


Thoug h it is the popular impression that g asoline taxes are passed on to the consumer, it 
is impossible to pass on to the consumer the burden of what amounts to a 100% Sales 
Tax. 
This burden can be somewhat realized from the vociferous opposition which has 
come from other merchants to only a 1% sales tax. 


We believe the foreg oing facts constitute an unanswerable indictment of the Chain Store 
Tax as applied to filling stations. On behalf of the 350 oil marketers and the 40,000 peo­ 
ple employ ed in the distribution of petroleum products in this state, we appeal to the tra­ 
ditional Hoosier common sense and spirit of fair play to relieve the oil marketers of In­ 
diana from this tax.
